? American History 


In 1916, when the Pennsylvania National 
C;uard went off to the bordey, there was a young 
employe of the Pittsburgh Telephone Company 
peering out the train window, excited by the 
scenery and the prospect. ) 

‘Tramping in the sands along the border, he began to think up 
things to write home. Some of his letters got published. Soon 
he was writing a few articles. 

War, and France and a wound in action, put a halt to that. 

But, after the war, he began again—with poetry. 

Hie taught for a while, including a year at Vassar. 
while he was planning and writing. 

‘Today most literate persons know that Hervey Allen is the 
consistently best writer of historical fiction America has produced, 
His fiction is actual history with the hand of a great story-teller 
upon it. 

After the tremendous story of Anthony Adverse and its story 
of that phase of American history, a story of shipping and of the 
Caribbean trade, Allen turned to the history of the United States. 

He begins, as he must, with the story of the frontier. Despite 
a fairly general knowledge of the fact that our ancestors not all 
were cavaliers with plumes in their hats and a ready hand for 
the sword, that legend persists. It is given a sort of wistful, wishful 
support by various societies of “Dames” and “Daughters” and 
some of the state clubs. 

As a matter of cold fact, of course, this is not truth. There were 
a handful of cavaliers and a small shipload on the Mayflower. 

But the Americans? Who were the Americans? Who are the 


Americans? 

“FORT IN THE FOREST” Mr. Allen, as a historian, knows. 
You get to be a historian not by 

reading history. That gives one, or can give one, a very excellent 

idea of history. But to be a real historian one must labor and 

sweat across a span of some years. 

This Mr. Allen has done. He has read ald diaries, old papers, 
old records, letters and books. He has talked with old men who 
remembered older men and their stories. He has dug out ancient 
legends and put together odd fragments to make the whole. 

Who are the Americans? 

Well, they were endentured servants (and that is a story that 
has. never been told in the fullness its merits). They were ad- 
venturers. They were poor people who wanted a chance to own 
their own land. They were debtors. I never understood all the 
furious arguments against that statement relative to the settlement 
of Georgia. The jails were thronged with them and an impossible 
economic status made it highly improbable they would ever get out 
any other way. It was quite*the fashion to be a debtor. 

Some of our best families are descended from persons who were 
in jails. And that need not be shocking. In England at the time it 
was possible to hang a child as young as nine years for stealing 
a loaf of bread. 

Theve were Cavaliers and Puritans and Mayflower passengers 
but they were in the minority and, in the main, they were no 
better than the best of the others. (We got a much better deal 
than Australia and the Australians have become a great people.) 
They are, all agree, very much like Americans. Ask any soldier 
of the first World War—or the second. It is, I think, a little sig- 
nificant. 

Also, there were soldiers—English, Irish, Swiss, German, French 
—who staved on and took land grants. 

There were, too, Germans, Moravians and Jews, to add to the 
leaven. And a few of the nobility, restless for a change. 

These were the Americans. They are the Americans. 


“BEDFORD VILLAGE” 


And all the 


Hervey Allen has written two of 
six historical novels. The first 
one Was “Fort in the Forest.” It came out a year ago. The second 
is sSedford Village.” It is just out 

They are stories of the frontier. No other books have told that 
Stury as clearly and effectively as these two. 

One may be read without the other, but the same characters 
Who occupy the lead in the first novel go into the second one. In 
it are characters who will go on into the third. One may feel and 
sense in these books the development of the frontier and of why 
America would have the strength to break with England when that 
time came. Those who went with the frontier actually had come 
to feel free and to enjoy liberty. The taste of it in their mouths 
Mas SOMmething to savor. 

As it was the Catholic faith which held together the persons in 
“Anthony Adverse,” here is told how it was the Masonic order 
which held together the frontier gi:oups. Had there been no Ma- 
sonic order there would have been no American Revolutionary suc: 
cess, because the very ties and secrecy of the order made corre- 
spondence and association safe and sure. Not for a moment do 
I mean to stiggest that other faiths did not have a part. What I 
mean to say is that the Revolution would not have been possible 
without it. Other forces would have been lost. It was not, as it 
is not now, a religious force, but a moral one and a brotherhood. 
There is the beginning of this story in “Bedford Village.” 

Allen was for almost a year one of the WMC staff in Atlanta. 
He was offered the top job for this region but gave it up to go 
back to his novels after having done an excellent job. 

As I said, if you want American history and a great story, these 
two books should be on your shelves.
